the power of resisting all laws. For, as by the 
there is no appeal, peasone alleged by the Ntate, 
good or bad, must prevail, If it should be enid that 





this power, it may be asked why it ie not deemed a 
vufficient guard aguinst ‘the of an ati 
tutional act by Congress, re in, however, a ros 
trait in thia last case, which makes the assumad pow- 
er of a State more indefensible, and which does not 
exist in the other. ‘There are two appeals from an 
unconstitutional act passed by Congress—one to the 
Judiciary, the other to the people and the States, 
There is no appeal from the State m in theory ; 
and the practical illustration showe that the courte are 
closed against an application to review it, hoth 
and jurors being sworn to decide in ite favor. 
reakoning on thie subject is superfluous when our so- 
cial compact in express terme declares, that the laws 
of the United States, its constitution, and treaties 
made under it, are the supreme law of the land; and, 
for greater caution, adds, that “the judges in every 
State shall be bound thereby, anything in the Consti- 
tution or laws of any State to the contrary notwith- 
standing.” And it may be asserted, without fear of re- 
futation, that no Federal Government could exist with- 
out a similar provision, Look for a moment to the 
consequence, If South Carolina considers the reve- 
nue laws ureongtitutional, and has a right to prevent 
their execution the port of Charlesten, there would 
be a clear constitutional objection to their collection 
in every other port, and no revenue could he col- 
lected any where ; for all imposts must be equal.

Extract from the Report of General Jessup, in rele- 

tion to the Breakwater: 

“The appropriation fur the Delaware Broakwater 
not having been made until the 3d of July, operations 
were not resuined there, until the 11th of that month. 
The work has however been prosecuted with so much 
energy, that we have succeeded in depositing about 
ninety thousand perches of stone, from that time to 
the close of the operations onthe 10th instant. The 
whole length of the foundation of the Breakwater 
proper,on which deposites of stone have been made is 
1883 feet, of which 1419 fret is raised to the height 
of 34 feet above the plane of low water, and 474 feet 
to its destined height. ‘The Ice-breaker has been con- 
siderably enlarged during the season to an extent of 
575 feet in length, by 60 feet in breadth. This work 
has been raised from three to four feet above the 
plane of low water, 151 feet has been brought up near 
to its destined height. Of the appropriation for the 
present season it is estimated that trom fifty to sixty 
thousand dollars will be spplicable to the service of
